The 
last good meeting was held five years ago but the day 
our reorganization meeting was held and new officers 
were Edward Rieben now holds the position 
president, while Hesse secretary. County Agent 
has been the job there for nine years 
and reports $2,000,000 annual income from dairy products, 
approximately twenty per cent. the gross farm income. 
county agricultural economic conference held two years 
ago they lined out definite program work for the im- 
provement the county. 


One does not visit northwest Oregon without taking the 
ferry from Astoria the Washington side just visit the 
Chicona Farm herd owned Mr. and Mrs. Mr.

Before leaving the Oregon 
territory will ignore chronological sequence and skip 
for moment eastern Oregon. 


Freewater Umatilla County which has not been con- 
sidered dairy territory until lately. Last spring Mr. Hyatt 
the Freewater National Bank and Mr. Bean the news- 
paper that town made trip Clackamas County for 
the purpose buying cows—just cows, long they gave 
milk. They fell with the good Guernsey breeders that 
district and before they were through they had purchased 
carload grade Guernseys. frank about they were 
not entirely sold the breed because they have never had 
any acquaintance with it. However, the answer came few 
weeks later when Hyatt and Bean asked for second car- 
load; and the present time the fourth carload Guern- 
seys has been bought the farmers Freewater through 
the agency these two men. Furthermore they are con- 
sidering going Wisconsin Minnesota for 100 head so. 
They were well pleased with the production the cows and 
the fifty cent market for butter fat made them good profit- 
able investment from the standpoint the farmers. 


During the Pacific International, Gignoux, agricul- 
tural agent the Union Pacific Railroad, and Dr. 
Flack, veterinarian, came the Guernsey booth and de- 
manded that the western tour include stop Wallowa 
County. Besides all the other attributes which westerners 
give their home county, Dr. Flack his enthusiasm, talked 
number things that made Wallowa County appear 
the garden spot the world. had learned take 
this statement with grain salt, for nowhere will one see 
such pleasing loyalty these western counties. How- 
ever, visit was arranged. turned out meeting 
county chamber commerce and civic bodies and the at- 
tendance was about seventy-five. After telling consid- 
erable detail the history the Guernsey breed and the 
situation the northwestern states with the Fawn and 
White cattle, found our surprise that there were only 
three bona fide dairymen the meeting. However, the 
business men, professional men, tradesmen county 
officers all appeared keenly interested Guernseys 
and have not the least doubt that the pastures Wallowa 
Valley will some day flecked over with spots Fawn and 
White. are few herds there now and they have 
planted the seed that will ripen into demand for many more. 
Agriculturally hard beat and compares favorably 
with Southern Idaho. 


much for Oregon except these few statements sum- 
mary: Oregon has approximately 350 Guernsey breeders 
that are registering calves their own breeding, which 
forty-three were added last year.
